The one and only reason for not 
growing sweet com in the home 
garden is because the garden is 
'too small. 
Otherwise sweet corn 
is the most desirable of vegetables 
for the home garden. 
This is true 
because sweet corn is always best 
when 
eaten 
immediately 
after 
harvesting, because 
the 
quality 
and flavor deteriorate rapidly after 
the ears are pulled from the plants. 
The higher the temperature, the 
greater the 
deterioration. 
Isn’t 
this a sufficient reason why there 
f should be a corn patch in every 
vegetable garden? 
A patch of six rows, 
each 
15 
feet long, need not occupy more 
than a 15 foot square. 
In normal 
seasons, planted to quality strains, 
it should yield 120 to 180 ears. 
Com w ill grow in any 
well- 
worked soil but the best corn re­ 
quires the best soil. 
Apply a bal­ 
anced plant food at the rate of 4 
pounds to 100 square feet, raked 
into the top soil before 
sowing 
com . 
W ell-drained, warm soil is 
to this vegetable’s taste with con- 
1 stant moderate moisture. 
It does 
not like waterlogged soil. 
Corn is a warm weather crop. 
In cold, wet springs there is often 
difficulty with seed rotting after 
it is sown and it has to be replant­ 
ed. 
It is wisest to be in no great 
hurry to get corn planted, as great­ 
er speed of growth will be made in 
warm days and nights. 
The 
time-honored 
system 
of 
planting corn was in hills, three 
or four stalks to a hill, the 
hills 
about three feet apart each way. 
With the smaller growing 
corn 
planting in rows, sowing at the 
rate of five or six kernels to the 


foot, planted about 2 inches deep 
to insure plenty of plants and then 
thinning them to 8 or 12 inches 
apart in the rows is a better plan 
and produces more ears in a small 
garden. 
Corn needs to be hilled up be­ 
cause of the auxiliary roots that 
start above the surface 
of 
the 
soil at the lower joints which na­ 
ture provides for the anchoring of 
the plant. 
Hilling up encourages 
the formation of these roots and 
enables them to take hold of the 
soil more quickly and firmly. 
Planting corn in squares of at 
least four rows so the pollen will 
get the freest possible distribution 
and produce the fullest ears with 
the most kernels on the cob is the 
best plan. 
Whichever way 
the 
wind blows pollen will be blown 
through the square patch. 
Each 
silk must have its pollen to pro­ 
duce a kernel. 
Corn responds to hoeing more 
quickly than most other 
vege­ 
tables and the 
combination 
of 
warm weather, a fair amount of 
moisture and good hoeing sends 
it spinning.

Council’s trade barriers and pen­ 
alties section today announced the 
launching of a vigorous campaign 
to do away with 
discriminatory 
margarine taxes and license fees 
in Tennessee and Oklahoma. 


Mr. Tocker pointed out that both 
Tennessee and Oklahoma levy a 
10 cent per pound tax on all mar­ 
garine sales. 
In addition, he said, 
Tennessee imposes license fees on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, retail­ 
ers, cafes and boarding houses en- 
aged in the production, sale or 
serving of margarine. 
Oklahoma 
laws provide for a simihar list of 
licenses, with the 
exception 
of 
boarding houses. 
“ At a recent round table discus­ 
sion of the margarine problem be­ 
tween representatives of the Na­ 
tional Cotton Council and the Na­ 
tional Creamery Buttermakers As­ 
sociation, held during the latter’s 
annual convention at St. Paul, the 
wholesome qualities of margarine 
and the cotton industry’s right to 
an open market for its products 
was admitted. 
“ The creamery interests endeav­ 
ored to justify existing trade bar­ 
riers in the form of discriminatory 
and prohibitive legislation against 
the use and sale of margarine on 
the ground that certain manufact­ 
urers employ allegedly unfair ad 
vertising practices. 
Whether that 
be true or not, the fact remains 
that methods of dealing with these 
situations, if they exist, are avail­ 
able to the aggrieved. 
Certainly, 
legislation that destroys complete­ 
ly an important market outlet for 
cotton seed oil is not 
a 
proper 
method and cannot remain un­ 
challenged by a united cotton in­ 
dustry.” 
As a result of the conference, 
tentative plans were made for a 
meeting of members of the dairy 
products 
industry 
and 
Council 
representatives to discuss methods 
of alleviating 
the 
p r o b l e m s 
brought about by margarine trade 
barriers. 
“ It stands to reason, however,” 
Mr. Tocker said, “ that we can hope 
to accomplish nothing unless we 
can show the representatives of 
the dairy states that 
the Cotton 
Belt does not impose a discrimin­ 
atory tax on cotton seed margar­ 
ine, one of its own farm products. 
With the passage of remedial leg­ 
islation in Mississippi early this 
year, Tennessee and Oklahoma be­ 
came the only Belt states which 
tax margarine made of domestic­ 
ally produced farm fats.” 
The Council’s campaign in Ten­ 
nessee and Oklahoma will be of 
an educational nature, it was said, 
stressing the importance of mar­ 
garine as the second largest out­ 
let for cottonseed oil and the high 
nutritional value of the product 
as a food. The cooperation of all 
interested groups, including con­ 
sumers, grocers, and cotton pro­ 
ducers, will be solicited.

The one and only reason for not 
growing sweet com in the home 
garden is because the garden is 
too small. 
Otherwise sweet corn 
is the most desirable of vegetables 
for the home garden 
This is true 
because sweet corn is always best 
when 
eaten 
immediately 
after 
harvesting, because 
the 
quality 
and flavor deteriorate rapidly after 
the ears are pulled from the plants. 
The higher the temperature, the 
greater the 
deterioration. 
Isn’t 
this a sufficient reason why there 
should be a corn patch in every 
vegetable garden’ 
A patch of six rows, 
each 
15 
feet long, need not occupy more 
than a 15 foot square 
In normal 
seasons, planted to quality strains, 
it should yield 120 to 180 ears. 
Com wiTl grow in any 
w'ell- 
vvorked soil but the best corn re­ 
quires the best soil. 
Apply a bal­ 
anced plant food at the rate of 4 
pounds to 100 square feet, raked 
into the top soil before 
sowing 
com. 
Well-drained, warm soil is 
to this vegetable’s taste with con- 
1 stant moderate moisture. 
It does 
not like waterlogged soil. 
Com is a warm weather crop. 
In cold, wet springs there is often 
difficulty with seed rotting after 
it is sown and it has to be replant­ 
ed.

Jacob Soscy was bom in Frank­ 
lin county. Pennsylvania, on July 
5, 1808, one hundred and thirty- 
two years ago this week 
He gain­ 
ed his first 
experience 
in 
the 
printers’ trade in the office of the 
Adams County Sentinel at G ettys­ 
burg, Pennsylvania, and then be­ 
cam e a journeyman printer on the 
Staunton Sjrectator at 
Staunton. 
Virginia. 
He later purchased an 
Interest in this paper and was as­ 
sociated in its management 
for 
about twelve years. 
When Sosey was 
thirty 
years 
old—it w’as the year 1838—he re- j 
reived an invitation to come to 
Missouri and establish a paper at 
Palmyra, the sounty seat of Mar­ 
ion county. 
He investigated the 
situation and decided there was 
not a sufficient 
demand 
for 
a 
paper in that locality. 
But the 
people of Palmyra were insistent I 
and on August 3, 1839, he began 
publishing 
The Missouri 
Whig 
and General 
Advertiser,

promptly shortened to The Mis­ 
souri Whig. 
Jacob Sosey retired from the 
paper in 1859 and D. W. Hughes 
and Harper R. Sosey, a son, be­ 
cam e the proprietors.

Jacob 
Sosey transferred his allegiance to 
the Democrats with the death of

insurance covers either 50 or 75 
per cent of the average yield for 
the farm as determined from act- 
urial data. Insurance is stated in 
bushels, and protection is against 
all natural hazards, such as drouth 
wind, hail, fire, disease, insects, 
etc. 
2. Growers will apply for the 
insurance on their full wheat al­ 
lotment under the AAA program 
unless they are certain they will 
seed less than their allotment, in 
which case the 
application 
will 
cover the actual acreage 
to 
be 
seeded. No insurance will be writ­ 
ten on acreage planted in excess 
of the 1041 acreage allotments. 
3. The premium rate is comput­ 
ed separately for each farm and is 
based on the

Trade Barriers 


Campaign Begins 


Fort 
Worth, 
Texas —Declaring 
that “ we must clean our own hou e 
before we can expect others

Director 
Phillip 
Tocker of the 
National 
C o tto n 
Council’s trade barriers and pen­ 
alties section today announced the 
launching of a vigorous campaign 
to do away with 
discriminatory 
margarine taxes and license lit“ , 
in Tennessee and Oklahoma. 
Mr. Tocker pointed out that both 
Tennessee and Oklahoma levy a 
10 cent per pound tax on all mar­ 
garine sales. 
In addition, he said, 
Tennessee imposes license fees on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, retail­ 
ers, cafes and boarding houses en- 
aged in the production, sale or 
serving of margarine 
Oklahoma 
laws provide for a similiar list of 
licenses, with the 
exception 
of 
boarding houses. 
“ At a recent round table discus­ 
sion of the margarine problem be­ 
tween representatives of the N a­ 
tional Cotton Council and the Na­ 
tional Creamery Buttermakers As­ 
sociation, held during the latter’s 
annual convention at St. Paul, the 
wholesome qualities of margarine 
and the cotton industry’s right to 
an open market lor its products 
was admitted. 
“ The creamery interests endeav­ 
ored to justify existing trade bar­ 
riers in the form of discriminatory 
and prohibitive legislation against 
the use and sale of margarine on 
the ground that certain manufact­ 
urers employ allegedly unfair ad­ 
vertising practices. 
Whether that 
be true or not, the fact remains 
that methods of dealing with these 
situations, if they exist, are avail 
able to the aggrieved. 
Certainly, 
legislation that destroys complete­ 
ly an important market outlet for 
cotton seed oil is not 
a 
proper 
method and cannot remain un­ 
challenged by a united cotton in­ 
dustry.” 
As a result of the conference, 
tentative plans were made for a 
meeting of members of the dairy 
products 
industry 
and 
Council 
representatives to discuss methods 
of alleviating 
the 
p r o b l e m s 
brought about by margarine trade 
barriers. 
“ It stands to reason, however,” 
Mi Tocker said, “ that we can hope 
to accomplish nothing unless we 
can show the representatives of 
the dairy states that 
the 
Cotton 
Belt does not impose a discrim in­ 
atory tax on cotton seed margar­ 
ine, one of its own farm products. 
With the passage of remedial leg­ 
islation in Mississippi early this 
year, Tennessee and Oklahoma be­ 
came the only Belt states which 
tax margarine made of domestic­ 
ally produced farm fats.” 
The Council’s campaign in Ten­ 
nessee and Oklahoma w ill be of 
an educational nature, it was said, 
stressing the importance of m ar­ 
garine as the second largest out­ 
let for cottonseed oil and the high 
nutritional value of the product 
as a food. 
The cooperation of all 
interested groups, including con­ 
sumers, grocers, and cotton pro­ 
ducers, w ill be solicited.
